Lisbon, April 16. Don Piedro de Fig redo 
de Alarcam, Commander of the Cicade Or- 
ta, Chief Alcaide of the City of Covilha, for- 
merly Envoy Extraordinary to France in the 
Reign of King Peter II. died laſt Week in this 
City, and was buried with his Ancecftors in the 
Church of our Lady of the Incarnation of Lo- 
bagucita. Advice is received by a Courier from 
Don Louis d’Acunha, the Portugueze Minifter 
at Paris, that the Count de Ericeyra, formerly 
Viceroy of the Portugueze Dominions in the 
Easft-Indics, being failed for Goa in order to 
return to this Kingdom, bad the Misfortune to 
be taken by Pyrstes near Madagafcar: That 
the Pyrates plundered all bie Effekte, rifled the 
Portuguese Ship where the Count was embark- 
ed, and then fet him on Short upon the 
Ifland of Bourbon: That be re-embarked fome 
Days afterwards on board a French Eaft-India 
Ship, and is now fafely arrived at a Port in 


Brittany. 

Stockholm, 6. On the 2d Inftant three 
Memorials * read in the Senate, which M. 
Rumpf, the States General’s Refideot, bad pre- 
ſented to the King; the firft related to the Pla- 
card about the Precautions to be obſerved for 
preventing Infeftion ; the Detch Merchants have 
complained agaioft fome Articles in this Pla- 


card, and therefore the Memorial is ordered to Banoer 


Advice. The othet two Memorials related to 
particalar Demands of fome Dutch Merchants, 
and are to be laid before the Admiralties of 
Carelſeroon and Gotteoberg. Two French Ships 
from Bourdeaux, laden with Brandy, lye under 
Quarantain at the Dablets. A Ship from Lu- 
beck, whofe Certificates were not examined by 
any of the King of Sweden's Miniſters, bas been 
obliged to return. 

Dantzick, May 9. The laſt Exprefe which the 


Duke of Meclenbourg received here from the Muſ- 


covite Court, is ſaid to have brought him Advice of 
the Caar’s being fick ; which bas given great Con- 
cern to the e, and to the Datchets of Meck- 
lenbourg. 

Paris, May 23. On the 21 loftant, the Duke 
of Orleans vifited the Apartments at Verfailles, 
and tis believed the King will go thither the ad of 
next Month. The Plague being almoft ceafed in 
Languedoc, the Gevaudan, and the Vivarevs, the 
Marefchal de Berwick is expected here towards the 
Beginning of next Month. Onthe 18th, whenthe 

Preſident of the Parliament attended to pre- 
fent the Remonftrances to the King, the Duke of 
Orleans required the Pteſident to leave them, tel- 
ling him they fhould be laid before bis Majefy, 
who would let the Parliament know his Royal 
lotentions concetning them on the ioth, at 11 in 
the Morning Accordingly, the Prefident 
and the Members attended at the Hour appointed, 
and the Chancellour fignified to them in the King’s 
Name, “ That the King will be obeyed. ---- ex- 
prefly ordering them to regifter his Majefty’s De- 
claration concerning the Cuftoms ; which, at length 
the Parliament fubmitted to perform on the 20th 
Infant. The following is a Litt of the Officers 
who are appointed to officiate at the King’s Coro- 
nation, viz. The Duke of Orleans is to reprefent 
the Duke of Bergundy, the Duke of Aquitain is to 
be repreſented by the Dake of Chartres, the Duke 
of Normandy is to be reprefented by the Duke of 
Bourbon, the Count de Charolois isto reprefene 
the Count of Flanders, the Count of Clermont is 
to reprefent the Count de Champagne, and the 
Prince of Conti ; the Conftable of France is to be 
reprefented ae Marefchal de Villeroy, the Ma- 
refchal de Villars isto reprefent the High Steward 
the Royal Crown is to be carried by the Marefebst 
d’Eftrecs, the Scepter by the Marelchal d’Uxelles, 
the Hand of Juftice by the Marefchsl de 
the aay y the Marefchal de Tallard, and the 

of France By the Mateſchal de Matignon.
